THE DUCKWORTH NAVAL PAPERS. 
The Property of Sir George Duckworth-kking, Bt. 





This large and important collection was brought together by Admiral 
Sir John Thomas Duckworth, Bt. He first served as a volunteer 
at the battles of Lagos and Quiberon Bays in 1759. He became Flag- 
Captain to Admiral Sir J. Rowley in Jamaica, 1780, officially mentioned 
by Howe after action off Ushant, 1794; Rear-Admiral of the White, 
1789; took possession of Swedish and Danish Possessions in the West 
Indies; Commander-in-Chief at Jamaica, 1803-5; completely defeated 
a French squadron off St. Domingo, 1806; Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of Newfoundland, 1810-13. 


Foremost in the Papers is a very important series of Autograph 

Letters from Admiral Viscount Nelson to Duckworth, to whom he 

expresses himself very freely. Three of the letters contain mention 

of Bonaparte and four of them Sir William and Lady Hamilton. Other
